Standardisation and Modular Co-ordination 


WE HAVE RECENTLY RECEIVED an important, yet in some 
ways disturbing report on the ad hoc meeting held last 
June by the Housing Committee of the ECE on Standardi- 
sation and Modular Co-ordination. The main purposes of 
the meeting were: 

(i) to take stock of the efforts made by govern- 
ments, the building industry and the professions 
concerned to promote standardisation; 

(ii) to illustrate new trends and developments by 
specific examples of particularly successful applications 
of standardisation in different countries and branches 
of the industry; 

(iii) to show how standardisation of quality and 
dimensions can promote the development of inter- 
national trade in building materials and components. 
A series of recommendations stressed the importance 

of standardisation in reducing building costs and the part 
that the authorities can play by encouraging the applica- 
tion of standardisation to house construction. Attention 
was drawn, in particular. to the various ways in which 
governments can promote the application of standards 
in building programmes for which they are directly 


responsible. Among the many recommendations concern- 
ing the need for further action or surveys at the inter- 
national level was one on which it was recommended that 
immediate action should be taken: the convening of a 
symposium of experts to prepare draft rules defining the 
dimensions of large components used in house construc- 
tion. 

However, the most valuable result of this conference 
is that at last we have a clear picture of standardisation 
in Europe, for many of the papers included in this report 
are extremely sound in describing the function of stan- 
dardisation, the methods of organising and implementing 
standards. There are also masterly expositions of the 
different constitutions of standards institutions, and their 
various relations to the State, and in the degree and scope 
of standardisation and of trade in building materials and 
components for different European countries. 

A distinction is made between Unification or Organisa- 
tional Standards, and Simplification Standards. Broadly 
speaking, the report suggests that the former should come 
‘from above’ as the outcome of decisions made by a 
highly authoritative and representative scientific body,

even where they are formulated and approved by the 
official standards institution, while the latter tend quite 
naturally to come ‘ from below.’ 

The disturbing feature of the report is that although 
it is agreed that Modular Co-ordination is one of the 
most vital unification subjects under review, it makes 
plain that the British Standards Institution (BSI) and 
International Standards Organisation (ISO) have proposed 
draft recommendations which we know to be in direct 
opposition to the results of our own ‘ highly authoritative 
and representative scientific body,’ namely the Building 
Research Station. 

The EPA project 174 Modular Co-ordination was started 
in 1954; research work was to be carried out in the 
United Kingdom by the BRS, while the Secretariat for the 
whole project was entrusted to BSI. Two serious criti- 
cisms must be levelled at BSI and ISO. First, that they 
have made recommendations in a far-reaching field based 
on bland assumptions, and published before the main 
European research on the subject is completed, and, so 
far as we can see, in opposition to the probable results 
of that research. Second, that the EPA paper to this 
conference gives a distorted and misleading view of the 
situation in that it states that ‘ Actually agreement was 
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Spence’s great work, painted in November last by 
The view is from the west end of the old Cathedral 


quite soon reached on the choice of a 1 dm. (4 in.) module,’ 
when in fact neither the British nor German delegations 
have finally agreed to this statement. The omission of 
any reference to these dissenting views is regrettable, par- 
ticularly since the EPA paper was in fact prepared at the 
British Standards Institution by people knowing full well 
the position here. We are even more disturbed to learn 
that BSI has in fact circulated a draft standard on this 
subject, ignoring and conflicting with the conclusions 
made by BRS. Unilateral action by either of these bodies 
in a field of common interest seems undesirable, and in 
the present case might even be regarded as irresponsible. 
Unless it is quickly and fully explained, there may be some 
loss of. confidence in an otherwise useful and beneficial 
institution. 

The BSI is a private body supported in roughly equal 
amounts by industry, the Government and the sale of 
publications, government departments having ex officio 
seats on standards committees. Perhaps the time is ripe to 
consider whether organisational standards should not 
be promulgated by government departments answerable 
to Parliament, rather than by a private concern which 
may be charged with being answerable to sectional 
interests only. 
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Notes of the Week 


Practical Fire Prevention ; Canadians’ Reception ; Open Tendering 
Prices ‘ Too Low’; AWG Ladies’ Night 


THE SERIES OF LECTURES on Practical Fire 
Prevention jointly arranged for January 
27 by the RIBA in conjunction with the 
Fire Protection Association, has filled a 
long-outstanding need. The knowledge 
and understanding of architects of this 
vital matter—vital in the sense that, 
according to Mr. Sheppard Fidler who 
took the chair, we lose annually a capital 
value of nearly £40m. of buildings—is 
abysmally meagre, yet it is in the design 
of the structure as a whole and in the way 
that the materials are used and combined 
that overall fire-resistance is obtained. 

A significant fact that cannot have 
escaped those present at the sessions was 
the keen interest displayed by indus- 
trialists and engineers in the subject of 
fire-protection, especially in the relation- 
ship between fire-protection and insula- 
tion. This is a matter which is currently 
engaging the attention of BRS and manu- 
facturers, and is something on which 
more guidance would be welcomed by 


architects.

MEANWHILE, the schools and the Board 
of Architectural Education should take 
note of Mr. Sheppard Fidler’s remark that 
the subject of fire protection is one not 
normally included in the curricula of 
the schools of architecture. Official 
encouragement directed to repairing this 
omission is overdue. The papers and dis- 
cussion will be reported next week. 


Architects’ Party 


THE OFFICE PARTY organised by Mr. 
Arthur Kenyon and his partners on 
Monday night lived up to its reputation 
of being one of the most cheerful occa- 
sions of the year. Such parties do much 
to cement good relations between archi- 
tects and their staff, clients and friends, 
and not even the worst traffic conditions 
ever, caused by the 24-hour rail strike, 
prevented a full muster of guests turning 
up in the firm’s Park-lane offices ; there 
could be no higher compliment. 


Canadians’ Reception 


THE PARTY of Canadian architects and 
engineers who are visiting this country 
to study the latest developments in con- 
crete were the guests of the RIBA on 
Tuesday evening when a reception was 
held in their honour. The President and 
Mrs. Spence welcomed the visitors and 
apologised for the lack of transport facili- 
ties. 

The Canadians, who have so far seen 
many buildings and sites in and around 
London, seem to be particularly impressed 
by LCC development. Roehampton was 
considered by one to be the best of its 
kind he had so far seen. 

One rather amusing impression gained 
by them is the Englishman’s rational 
approach to design. An example of this 
is in a curtain wall elevation where sud- 
denly there appears a stone square, 
obviously designed to cover a kitchen or 


a bathroom. Whilst they agreed that this 
kind of thing resulted in interesting pat- 
terns they preferred their own method of 
placing all services in an internal core. 


Open Tendering Prices ‘Too Low’ 


ARCHITECTS NO LESS THAN BUILDERS must 
be interested in the builders’ claims that 
the level of present tendering for jobs 
or £30,000 and upwards is uneconomic. 
This view, which is generally held by 
builders and has been expressed by the 
National Federation President, Mr. Tom 
Prosser, on several occasions recently, 
was reinforced in the excellent speech of 
the Southern Counties president, Mr. J. B. 
Ratcliffe last week. The situation now 
has arisen, says Mr. Ratcliffe, where, in 
spite of the amount of work about, much 
of it is being run at a loss; the effect is 
that the industry cannot expect to main- 
tain its efficiency or set aside capital suffi- 
cient to re-equip itself for proper develop- 
ment. 

There is much substance in this claim. 
The situation arises from the established 
fact that prices following a recession 
such as was caused by the credit squeeze 
of 1957-58, tend to be depressed below a 
truly economic level. Attractive though 
this may sound to the developer who likes 
the idea of bargain building, it has few 
real merits for it tends to put out of busi- 
ness the small builders on whom the 
economic stability of the country depends 
and to weight the scales in favour of the 
large firms which conduct their business 
on a country-wide basis, often causing 
labour shortages and local disruption of 
materials supply. 


* * . 


ARCHITECTS, as was forcefully pointed 
out, can do much to help by paying more 
than lip-service to the principle of full 
planning of schemes before building 
starts, though this does not remove from 
builders the need to give much greater 
attention to the management of their 
jobs. The present situation may, indeed, 
do good if it leads to greater efficiency 
all round. But in the interests of all, 
not excluding the client, it must not con- 
tinue. The hardening of the National 
Federation’s intention to support to the 
full its members who decline to start 
work before buildings are fully planned 
is a trend that architects and their clients 
should note. 


The LMBA at Lunch 


MR. ERNEST COOK made an excellent start 
to his year of office as President at the 
elections which followed the annual 
luncheon and meeting of the London 
Master Builders’ Association last week. 
He showed a grasp of the problems which 
face the building industry that must have 
given much satisfaction to his members, 
for the year ahead, which looks to be a 
busy one, is also one in which several 
industrial and technical matters await 


solution. Mr. Cook also drew attention 
to the uneconomic level of much of the 
current tendering prices which he des- 
cribed as ‘stupid.’ He also pressed the 
claims of better management which he 
preferred to describe as ‘human rela- 
tions,’ which essentially it is.

THE LUNCHEON ITSELF, well chaired by 
the retiring President, Mr. K. J. Pearce, 
was notable for a thoughtful speech by 
the Minister of Labour, Mr. Ted Heath, 
who told the members that the numbers 
of apprentices and learners entering 
building in the first nine months of 1959 
was 18,102, or 20 per cent better than the 
comparable figure for 1958. The Minister 
struck a note well in line with current 
thought when he said that the industry 
might need to consider whether it should 
think and train in terms of craftsmen 
with new skills or with greater versatility 
covering a wider range of skills. ‘ The 
main risk,’ said Mr. Heath, ‘is not that 
technological change will make crafts- 
men obsolete, but that training patterns 
may prove too set and may not be 
adapated quickly enough to produce the 
new type of craftsmen needed.’ This is a 
point to which further attention by 
builders and the operative unions is 
highly desirable. 


Arts Workers’ Italian Night 


THE ART WORKERS’ GUILD, which held its 
annual ladies’ night at the Royal 
Academy on Friday last, secured through 
the kindness of the President and Coun- 
cil a private view of the ‘ Italian Art and 
Britain’ exhibition. This magnificent 
show has been written about elsewhere 
but it remains to wonder that such 
resources should have been drawn from 
British collections. Much of the most 
attractive work is seen in the smaller 
exhibits, especially the da Vinci draw- 
ings in the large south room and the free- 
hand Canaletto sketches in the small 
south room. The Turners and the draw- 
ings by John Ruskin in Gallery VIII drew 
many admirers. This was a most reward- 
ing evening, graciously presided over by 
the Master, Mr. S. Tresilian and Mrs. 
Tresilian.

IT IS A PARADOX of postwar 
housing that many examples of 
point and slab block flats are 
available in the new towns where 
land is comparatively uncongested, 
yet a densely populated city such 
as Leeds, opened its first multi- 
storey point block as recently as 
March 1959. There are several 
large housing schemes being 
developed simultaneously in the 
slum clearance programme of 
Leeds, and a variety of construc- 
tional systems by leading con- 
tractors are being used for the 
point blocks. Carlton Towers, the 
first completed block mentioned 
previously, is on the new Carlton 
estate being built by Myton Ltd., 
as part of Camp Road central re- 
development area. Construction 
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is in precast concrete columns, 
beams, floors and _ crosswalls. 
Columns are cast in 3 or 4 storey 
height units, floors are 5 in. thick 
hollow beams in wide units, and 
crosswalls are 8 in. hollow storey- 
height panels. Cladding is in 
glazed asbestos cement sheets on 
‘back-up’ walls. The blocks are 
8 and 9 storeys high containing 
one- and two-bedroom flats. The 
contract price for 102 flats was 
£205,734. Average cost per flat 
of 538 sq. ft. is £2,017. Cost per 
ft. super, 70s. 64d. The system of 
construction was devised by 
Myton Ltd., in conjunction with 
Leeds City Architect, and Gelder 
and Kitchen, architects.

BROOM PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH at 
Newton Mearns, near Glasgow, 
has been added to an existing 
church hall, thus completing the 
scheme. A new elevation is given 
to the end gable of the hall, 
making the front elevation of the 
church uniform throughout. The 
architect has made use of new 
materials and modern methods of 
construction while still holding to 
the traditions of the church. 
There are also certain affinities in 
the design with Scandinavian 
models, the bell tower for 
example, though its form has a 
much more rugged character in 
keeping with the comparative 
severity of Scottish climate. 

The church has seating for 450 
people, and is placed parallel with 
the existing hall. The two are 
linked by an entrance wing con- 
taining the vestry, kitchen and 
classroom, forming an_ internal 
court open only on the south side. 
The site is amply provided with 
car parking space. 

The design of the church intern- 
ally relies upon the strong accent 
of pre-stressed concrete frames 
which run from the floor to the 
apex of the roof, a distance of 
some 40 ft. The ceiling is treated 
acoustically and is in a dark navy 
blue colour, which gives a feeling 
of height and dignity to the main 
Nave. 

The main gable is mostly of 
glass, in the centre of which is an 
abstract stained glass window in 
the form of a Cross. The window 
expresses the theme of joy and 
happiness in the creative upsurge 
of plant life, of seeds bursting into 
flower, of flames of fire with pat- 
terns through the flame and of 
water and fish, the air with birds 
and their young, and the promise 
of continuing life, hope and im- 
mortality. Embryonic shapes 
suggest the world of the atom, a 
vital modern factor in the shaping

sik,—You have recently reported several 
speeches by builders who complain that 
the agreement that full preparatory plan- 
ning of jobs should be an essential to 
fixed price tendering is~ being honoured 
more in the breach than in reality. One 
must deduce from the builders’ remarks 
that the architect is at fault in that he 
appears to have insufficient control over 
his client and allows himself to be 
forced into too early a start. Indeed, the 
President of the National Federation, Mr. 
Prosser, has taken the step of advising his 
members to refuse to start fixed-price 
contracts where the necessary information 
is not available. 

This line seems just, but is it realistic? 
Can the architect really exercise sufficient 
control over his client to prevent a start 
being made until everything is ready? 


Your architect readers’ views on this 
would certainly be interesting. Should 
the architect in the event be justified in 
his seeming dilatoriness by the force of 
current circumstances, then the National 
President may feel inclined to withdraw 
the advice given to his members as being 
not of help.

Tower Cranes No Continental Monopoly 
siR,—The contention of Mr. Sidney 
Loweth, FRIBA [‘The Builder’ of 
January 15] that tower cranes are a Con- 
tinental monopoly is based upon a mis- 
apprehension; there are in fact a number 
of British designed and manufactured 
tower cranes available on the home 
market. Mr. Loweth is evidently not 
aware that our firm exhibited a ‘ Build-

master’ tower crane manufactured solely 
for them by Ruston-Bucyrus as long ago 
as June, 1959, in the Ministry of Works’ 
building plant exhibition at Greenford. 

In conjunction with Ruston-Bucyrus 
Ltd., at Lincoln, we are producing British- 
made tower cranes in considerable num- 
bers for both the home and overseas 
markets and, since a large British manu- 
factured tower crane has become avail- 
able, we have found that contractors 
prefer to buy British whenever possible. 
From this it must be obvious that 
contrary to views expressed by con- 
tractors in your Note we at any rate are 
of the opinion that development and 
other costs are quite definitely recover- 
able in the market available. 

We do not agree that insurance inspec- 
tors accept Continental cranes with less 
reserve than the British manufactured 
ones, for certain of the imported tower 
cranes have had to be derated before 
being allowed to work in this country. 
However, the cranes which we have been 
importing in recent years have been 
designed and manufactured to BSS 2799 
(power-driven rail-mounted tower cranes) 
and we have definite information that 
when these cranes are used on the Con- 
tinent they have qualified for much 
higher working duties. 

A point which may not be widely 
known is that the development and design 
of Continental tower cranes in the last 
five years has been greatly influenced by 
the suggestions of British contractors and 
plant engineers in conjunction with the 
engineers of certain of the larger insur- 
ance companies. Almost all the improve- 
ments in the safety aspects of foreign 
tower cranes are due to British recom- 
mendations. With regard to the design 
of tower cranes in this country, we feel 
that in the Rusfon-Bucyrus-produced 
‘Buildmaster’ crane we have a pro- 
nounced advantage over Continental 
practice in the constructional fabrication 
by utilising rectangular hollow-section 
steel tubes produced by Stewarts & 
Lloyds for the manufacture of the main 
mast and corner members. 

We can assure Mr. Loweth that a great 
deal of development and research work 
is going into the design and production 
of tower cranes in this country, and feel 
sure that in the foreseeable future there 
are no practical reasons why all British 
tower crane requirements should not be 
met largely from British manufacturing 
resources.

THE FIRE STATION is also a Divisional Headquarters, con- 
trolling several stations in the area surrounding Chelms- 
ford. It is strategically placed in Rainsford-lane for easy 
access to all parts of the town and to main roads out of 
the town, and will ultimately face the proposed new road 
connecting Rainsford-lane with Coval-lane. 

The station has four elements: (1) a single-storey five 
bay appliance room adjoining a two-storey wing accom- 
modating the control room, mess rooms, kitchen and 
various stores at ground floor, recreation rooms, dormi- 
tory and locker rooms at first floor. The administrative 
offices and officers’ dormitories are in a single storey 
wing leading from the main building; (2) divisional garage 
for three vehicles, a divisional store, smoke chamber and 
cycle store, with a viewing terrace over for the public 
when displays are given; (3) a large garage for storage of 
AFS appliances; (4) a load bearing brick constructed drill 
tower with glazed look-out on top is situated at the rear 
of the two-storey wing. This arrangement provides an 
enclosed drill yard. The scheme will be completed when 
two terraces of houses are erected at a later date. 

The link between the appliance room and the main 
building is by a staircase-hall which has two sliding poles 
on either side of the staircase. A new feature in the 
design is the large glazed screen between the staircase 
hall and the appliance room which visually links the 
two areas. 

The buildings generally are constructed of brick bear- 
ing walls on short bore piles. The two-storey wing has 
prestressed concrete floors and concrete columns between 
the windows. The roof is constructed of light metal 
webbed roof joists, wood wool slabs and built up felt 
roofing. The appliance room is steel framed with 
asbestos roof decking and felt roof. The ceilings gener- 
ally are finished in fireproofed fibre board panels. The 
wall surfaces of the appliance room are of facing bricks. 
The staircase, corridor, and lavatories’ walls are finished 
with plastic surfaces on cement rendering. Elsewhere, 
except in the stores and outbuildings, which are fair 
faced brickwork, the walls are plastered and painted.

The main building is centrally heated throughout with 
oil fired boilers and special provision is made for heating 
the appliance room by Ray-rads fixed flush with the 
ceiling. 

The fire station was built in three stages as follows: —

road access from Prykes-drive; Stage 2, main building 
and forecourt; Stage 3, drill tower, drill yard and out- 
buildings.

RIBA Annual Discourse 

ON MARCH 10 at 6 p.m. Dr. Constantinos 
A. Doxiadis will give the 1960 Annual 
Discourse at 66 Portland-place, W1, 
under the title ‘Architecture in Evolu- 
tion,’ which he will illustrate with slides.

THE South Eastern Society of Architects 
reminds members that the last date for 
nominations in connection with the award 
of an RIBA Bronze Medal for a building 
within the Society’s area, built during the 
three years ended December 31 last, has 
been extended to March 1. 


Well Designed for Research 

THE NEW RESEARCH CENTRE now under 
construction at Lathom Park, Lancashire, 
for Pilkington Brothers is an example of 
what can be done when the closest possi- 
ble collaboration is maintained between 
all concerned from the inception to the 
completion of a scheme. A great deal 
of elaborate detailing and painstaking 
research was carried out by members of 
the glass firm’s Technical and Research 
Department in order to find the most 
suitable materials, finishes and service 


distribution. A prototype laboratory 
room was constructed at Pilkington’s 
headquarters in St. Helens and, under 
simulated conditions, various ideas were 
tested and modifications made. Thus 
when work eventually started all expen- 
sive and time-consuming alterations were 
eliminated. 

The Research Centre includes three 
laboratory blocks for different types of 
work; a circular lecture theatre and 
various ancillary buildings. The rural 
atmosphere of the area has been preserved 
by considerable planting of trees, grass 
and shrubs. The buildings themselves are 
fine examples of industrial architecture: 
interesting textures, including coloured 
asbestos sheeting, muroglass, vitrolite and 
double glazing units, enhance rather than 
detract from the overall effect. 

Many ideas were provided by close 
study of the prototype room: thermal 
insulation for the maintenance of an even 
internal temperature; the use of sound- 
resisting materials; service routes; design 
of doors and colour schemes. Each bay— 
13ft. 4in. by 26ft. 8in.—has been pro- 
vided with six service outlets distributed 
in such a way that it will be possible to 
connect to electricity, gas, water and 
drainage within six feet of any point in 
the building. All services are concealed 
above a false ceiling lined with glass wool 
and air intake and ventilation systems are 
controlled in ducts situated in a corridor 
which runs the whole length of the build- 
ing. 


International Design Award 


THE COUNCIL of Industrial Design has been 
awarded the Grand Prix La Rinascente 
Compasso d’Oro (the Great International 
Golden Compasses Award) for 1959. This 
international prize is given by the largest 
department store in Italy, La Rinascente, 
for an outstanding achievement in indus- 
trial design in any part of the world. The 
Golden Compasses symbolise the ‘ golden 
mean’ of proportion. 


Design and the Building Societies 


IN FURTHERANCE Of his aim to persuade 
building societies to re-orientate their 
views on what is appropriate design of 
houses, Mr. Sidney Loweth has circulated 
the membership of the South-Eastern 
Society of Architects to point out that 
the best way to bring about such a change 
of views is for more architects to seek 
election to the boards of the building 
societies. There, he believes, they could 
press the many advantages of architect- 
designed and supervised buildings. 

Mr. Loweth is seeking to form a group 
of architect investors as a first step, and 
if sufficient support is received for his 
proposal, a meeting will be called to dis- 
cuss the next step. Architects interested 
can reach Mr. Loweth at 2 Balfour-court, 
Folkestone, Kent.

decided to go ahead with plans for a road 
which will begin in I=ffley-road, pass 
through the Meadow and then continue 
through the St. Ebbe’s area as far as 
Queen-street. The remainder of the 
route for the inner relief road northwards 
through the centre of the city to St. 
Giles’s was referred back to the planning 
committee. It was this section of the 
road which roused the widest opposition. 

The council defeated by 33 votes to 26 
an amendment by Cllr. L. E. Harrison 
(Conservative) which would have changed 
the function of the road through St. 
Ebbe’s. He wanted the main part of the 
road in this area to go westward to the 
Oxpens instead of northward. The route 
he wanted to amend proposes that the 
road should run north-west to Queen- 
street with a spur to the Oxpens. 

Not all the road proposals were dealt 
with on Monday night. Others will come 
before the next meeting of the council 
on February 15.

Birmingham and Five Counties 
Architectural Association 
The Annual Dinner 


BUILDINGS designed for Birmingham’s re- 
development should be allowed to have 
their ‘frills’ and not to be purely func- 
tional in design, and some existing build- 
ings, typical of their era, should be 
allowed to survive. 

These were some of the suggestions 
made on January 29 at the annual dinner 
of the Birmingham and Five Counties 
Architectural Association. 

MR. GORDON MATTHEWS, MP for 
Meriden, said that some monuments of 
the railway and canal system should be 
preserved ‘before the entire structure is 
swept away in the course of progress.’ 
He hoped that at least part of New Street 
Station and one good old ‘ Victorian 
boozer ’ could be preserved. 

In the past planners had had insuffi- 
cient regard for Birmingham's history and 
many monuments, including the Solio 
Works, the cradle of the steam engine, 
had been destroyed. 

THE LORD MAYOR (Ald. J. H. Lewis), who 
proposed a toast to the RIBA and Allied 
Societies, asked that designers of new 
buildings should be allowed a few frills. 

Replying, MR. A. G. SHEPPARD FIDLER, 
V-PRIBA, Birmingham City Architect, said 
that in the Midlands, where industry 
had profited at the expense of beauty, 
every effort should be made to make the 
city a place where man’s spirit would find 
some satisfaction. In an age when ‘big 
business’ prevailed there was a danger 
that the pattern of urban life might be 
dictated entirely by financial considera- 
tions. The present opportunity to create 
a more beautiful city might not recur for 
generations. 


MR. EDWARD HOLMAN, FRIBA, president 


of the Association, who presided, said 
that the work of architects was either a 
lasting memorial to the capabilities of the 
designer, or a lasting reproach. What 
might appear slick and clever today might 
look very different in years to come.

The Week in Parliament 
From Our Own Correspondent 


Barton Bridge Accident 


THE MINISTER OF LABOUR, MR. EDWARD 
HEATH, declined to make a statement in 
the House of Commons on January 26, the 
day MPs reassembled after the Christmas 
recess, in reply to a private notice 
question on the accident, which occurred 
on December 30 on the new high level 
Barton Bridge over the Manchester Ship 
Canal in which two men were killed and 
eight injured. 

He merely explained that the circum- 
stances of the accident were investigated 
at once by members of the Factory 
Inspectorate, who were also attending on 
his behaif the inquest then being held. 
He was sure the House would feel it 
desirable for him to postpone making a 
statement until the inquest was com- 
pleted. 

SIR SAMUEL STOREY asked whether, as 
this was the third fatal accident which 
had occurred in the construction of this 
bridge and the approach roads, the Minis- 
ter was Satisfied that Lancashire County 
Council exercised sufficient supervision 
over the safety arrangements of its con- 
tractors and sub-contractors. 

MR. HEATH said he would like to 
consider that point in the light of the 
evidence given at the inquest. 

MR. ALFRED ROBENS, for the Opposition, 
asked if the Minister would publish the 
report of the Factory Inspectorate imme- 
diately after the inquest, rather than wait 
for the Inspectorate’s annual report in 
which it would normally appear. 

He added: ‘As the number of work- 
men now being killed week by week on 
projects of this kind is rising alarmingly, 
it would be as well if we could have this 
accident reported upon in full by the 
Inspectorate after the inquest, so that we 
might decide whether a debate would be 
desirable upon the whole question of 
regulations dealing with safety in new 
building programmes.’ 

MR. HEATH: ‘I will certainly give con- 
sideration to the point made by Mr. 
Robens.’” 


Outdoor Advertising Policy 


“MY POLICY is to secure that outdoor 
advertisements are displayed in the right 
way and in the right places and not other- 
wise, and also that the machinery of 
planning control is as simple as possible.’ 

MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, stated this in a 
House of Commons written reply on 
January 26, when he announced that he 
had that day laid amending regulations 
designed to further both these aims. He 
would be sending to local planning 
authorities a circular explaining the new 
regulations. 

He continued: ‘As to advertisements 
on business premises and the problem of 
clutter, I invited representative bodies to 
discuss among themselves whether they 
could work out a voluntary code of 
standards. Such a code has now been 
compiled by a number of advertising 


organisations. I have seen it and have 
been glad to contribute a foreword to it. 
I understand that the code will be ready 
for publication in six or seven weeks’ 
time. I am sure that it is a step in the 
right direction and should be given a 
trial.’ 

The new regulations come into force 
on March 1. 


Future of Marylebone 
Station Site 


SIR WAVELL WAKEFIELD suggested in an 
adjournment debate on January 26 on the 
future of Marylebone Station, London, 
that the 44-acre site of this station was 
ideal for housing development, being 
close to Regent’s Park and other ameni- 
ties. Sir W. Wakefield, who said his 
constituents were complaining about the 
inadequate use of the station and the loss 
of taxpayers’ money there, said it would 
also be an ideal site for a multi-storey 
garage. 


SIR HUGH LUCAS-TOOTH said there were 
a considerable number of lines coming 
into Marylebone Station from just out- 
side London and it should not be beyond 
the wit of man to devise a motorway in 
place of those lines. If it was impossible 
to put a large double-track motorway on 
the present railway tracks, surely it would 
be possible to build on the over-and- 
under principle, and he hoped that 
suggestion was being considered by the 
Government. 


MR. JOHN HAY, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Transport, said the British 
Transport Commission wished to re- 
develop the whole of the goods yards at 
Marylebone principally to provide a main 
parcels concentration depot. The project 
was being worked out by the London 
Midland Region, but it had not yet been 
put into the Commission’s programme of 
works. A much fuller reconstruction of 
the passenger station was planned, 
although the proposals had not yet gone 
so far ahead as had those for the goods 
yard. At this stage it was envisaged that 
an office block for the Commission should 
be built there, as well as accommodation 
for its electrical engineering staff. 


They would have to look very carefully 
at the suggestion to use the railway track 
for a motorway. This was obviously a 
long-term matter. Every route would 
present a dozen problems and it would 
be highly expensive. However, this was 
by no means completely ruled out and 
they were continuing to examine it as 
carefully as they could. 


Liberty Restricted 


The Commission, by the Transport Act, 
1947, was prohibited from developing 
land on a normal commercial basis and 
from carrying out what was sometimes 
called hybrid development—development 
partly for letting to some other organisa- 
tion and partly for retention for their 
own operational purposes. In certain 
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cases this had been done as it had been 
authorised by Parliament by the annual 
British Transport Commission Act, and 
he understood that proposals for the 
hybrid development of Euston Station 
were contained in the BTC Bill which 
would shortly come before the House. 

He had no doubt that if the Commis- 
sion were in general terms given liberty 
to develop land and let it at rack rents 
and carry out hybrid development, it 
would be of benefit to the commission 
in a number of ways, including some 
planning advantages. The Commission 
thought that if they had these general 
powers, they would obtain planning per- 
mission from local authorities much more 
easily than would a private developer. 

The exact position at the moment was 
that the Commission had asked the 
Minister whether he would be willing to 
introduce legislation to enable it to 
have these two general powers. That 
was under consideration. He could not 
say when the decision would be taken. 
While there was a lot to be said for giving 
greater freedom to the BTC to develop 
land and let it on a commercial basis, 
there were certain arguments against it. 
Among these was to what extent a 
nationalised industry should be permitted 
in a field normally reserved for private 
enterprise. 

In addition, any Government would 
have to think carefully before being pre- 
pared to give the Commission by legisla- 
tion carte blanche to go ahead and spend 
a great deal more capital in developing 
properties on something of a speculative 
basis. 


Motor Industry Expansion 


ASKED whether industrial development 
certificates for major expansion schemes 
in the motor car industry had been 
granted, MR. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, said 
on January 26 that Mr. Maudling, the 
President of the Board of Trade, had 
agreed to issue to the British Motor 
Corporation IDCs for new productive 
capacity amounting to 3.lm. sq. ft., of 
which about 2.2m. sq. ft. were in areas 
of high unemployment. 

This would lead, he added, to the 
creation of over 11,000 new jobs in Scot- 
land, Wales and Merseyside, and 1,000 
at Swynnerton without expanding the 
Corporation’s labour force in the Mid- 
lands beyond the capacity of its existing 
factories. Discussions were proceeding 
with other car manufacturers with a view 
to securing new capacity and new jobs 
for areas of high unemployment. 

In another answer, he indicated that 
the Board of Trade had recently agreed 
to build a new factory of 450,000 sq. ft. 
at Kirkby for the BMC. 

When pressed for further details, Mr. 
Rodgers pleaded for patience, especially 
on the part of Scots Labour MPs, and in 
reply to MR. MITCHISON, who asked how 
much public money these companies were 
receiving, Mr. Rodgers said that the BMC 
scheme would cost about £9.5m. The 
terms were not specially favourable to 
BMC; they were available to any firm 
which would go to these particular areas. 
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School Building Policy 


IN A RATHER heated speech, MR. NORMAN 
DODDS voiced in an adjournment debate 
on January 27 ‘ the alarm and disgust felt 
in Kent about the ruthless action of the 
Minister of Education in cutting down 
the barest needs of the county education 
committee for new school buildings and 
for improving existing buildings.’ 

Mr. Dodds said the KEC asked for 
£3,339,000 for the two years 1960-61 and 
1961-62 and so far the Minister had 
authorised £1,783,000 with the possibility 
of a further £287,000 if all the projects 
still under consideration by the Minister 
for the period were allowed. The White 
Paper ‘Secondary education for all—a 
new drive’’did not promise everything 
necessary to bring secondary schools into 
full compliance with the Ministry regu- 
lations about school building but its tone, 
like its title, proclaimed that a vigorous 
policy was being introduced. 

Kent believed that about £10m. should 
be available for new work between 1960 
and 1965, but it was estimated that in 
that county alone £17m. was required to 
bring secondary schools up to a reason- 
able state and the cost for doing the same 
for primary schools would certainly not 
be less than £17m. so the £10m. would 
not go far. Even if Kent's hopes of 
obtaining £10m. by 1965 were realised, 
the education committee estimated that 
the whole task could not be completed 
until 1977 and at the rate of allocation 
so far the job would not be completed 
until 1994. The axe wielded in Kent 
made nonsense of what was stated in the 
White Paper. 

MR. KENNETH THOMPSON, Parliamentary 


Secretary, Ministry of Education, said the 
Government had a national duty to see 
that progress was maintained on a broad 
front over the whole country. Kent and 
some Home Counties had been extra- 
ordinarily successful in tackling educa- 
tion problems since the war. As the 
influx of new population had taken place, 
Kent had had to provide what was called 
the ‘roof over heads policy’ and make 
provision to be able to do that. Kent 
had been highly successful. 


Less Fortunate Areas 


Other parts of the country had a 
counter-balancing problem. In the North 
of England there were very bad schools 
where conditions for children ought not 
to be tolerated. This meant that as the 
‘roofs over heads policy’ had been 
achieved in areas like Kent where popu- 
lations had grown rapidly since the war, 
the Minister could now shift emphasis to 
those areas which had other school build- 
ing problems, perhaps of a different kind 
but no less urgent. 

This meant that they must say to Kent 
and some other properly ambitious and 
energetic authorities that they must allow 
some of the resources to be channelled 
to other areas. That was the reason 
which resulted in Kent having rather 
more than £2m. of new building projects 
in 1960-62. 

Mr. Dodds would be doing himself less 
than justice if he thought that all projects 
could be tackled in the first two of a five- 
year programme. All authorities must 
make an order of priorities and accept 
some judgment of that order and phase 
them over the period which the pro-

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gramme was designed to cover. Not all 
could be done at one time. The Ministry 
was faced with having to accept a total 
sum of money which, rightly or wrongly, 
was considered by the Government to 
be a fair share of the national resources 
available for school and other educational 
building projects. That being so, it 
demanded that not only was the whole 
limited, but the parts of it year by year 
must be limited and the parts allocated 
between county authorities must be 
limited. 

MR. SYDNEY IRVING asked what had 
been approved in total for the country. 

MR. THOMPSON: ‘£115m. for 1960-61 
and 1961-62. The White Paper spoke of 
£300m. for secondary and primary school 
building in that period. That programme 
we intend to carry out.’ 


The Roads Programme 


STRONG PLEAS for the construction of a 
motorway to the south-west were put to 
MR. ERNEST MARPLES, Minister of Trans- 
port, on January 27. He said that work 
had already started on the first section 
of the London to South Wales motorway 
and other work would start in the spring 
on the first section of the Birmingham to 
Bristol motorway. ‘This will be com- 
pleted as quickly as resources permit,’ he 
added, ‘and the roads from Bristol to 
Exeter will be extended in due course.” 

After CAPT. PILKINGTON had observed 
that the building of a road farther to the 
south-west was badly needed, Mr. 
MARPLES said a motorway was proposed 
from London to Kempshott on the A.30 
road west of Basingstoke. This was a 
six- to 20-year development proposal in 
the Middlesex, Surrey and Hampshire 
county development plans and preliminary 
investigations were being made in order 
to publish a draft scheme. 

MR. DUDLEY WILLIAMS said there was 
not much point in improving road facili- 
ties between Bristol and Exeter unless 
at the same time steps were taken to 
reduce traffic jams around Exeter. One 
way of doing this was to develop the inner 
by-pass in Exeter. 

MR. JOHN HAY, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Transport, said that the 
draft scheme showing the proposed route 
of the London-to-Yorkshire motorway 
from Crick to the Doncaster by-pass was 
published on January 8. The local 
authorities affected had already been con- 
sulted and until the period of three 
months allowed for objections had ended, 
he could not forecast future progress on 
the remaining statutory processes. Pro- 
posals for the further extension of this 
motorway to Sheffield and Leeds were 
being examined and a draft scheme show- 
ing the route of this extension would be 
published as soon as possible. He 
thought the extended route would have 
three lanes in either direction. 


Minister’s Connection 
With Building Firm 


QUESTIONS referring to the connection of 
the Minister of Transport, Mr. Ernest 
Marples, with a firm of civil engineers, 
were asked on January 28 by MR. MELLISH, 
who wanted to know what conditions 
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governed the relationship of Ministers 
with firms likely to obtain official con- 
tracts. 

MR. R. A. BUTLER, the Home Secretary, 
replied that the directions given to 
Ministers had been set out in a statement 
by Sir Winston Churchill in 1952. The 
general principle was that Ministers must 
so order their affairs that no conflict 
arose, or appeared to arise, between their 
private interests and their public duties. 

MR. MELLISH Said there had been reports 
that the Minister of Transport was the 
senior partner of a firm of contractors 
which had obtained a contract worth 
£250,000 and that the Minister of Trans- 
port was now trying to dispose of the 
shares he had. In a case of this kind 
did not Mr. Butler think it most improper, 
at any rate, that any Minister should be 
associated with any company with which 
such a contract was placed? 

MR. BUTLER said the best thing would 
be for them to permit Mr. Marples to 
make a personal statement which he 
desired to make. That would be the 
best answer to Mr. Mellish. ; 

MR. MARPLES Said: ‘I was at one time 
a director of a company called Kirk & 
Kirk. . I entirely severed my connection 
with them in 1950. Before I became a 
junior Minister in November, 1951, I was 
managing director of Marples, Ridgway & 
Partners and I held a controlling interest 
in that company. As soon as I became 
a junior Minister I resigned my director- 
ship and ceased to take any active part in 
the business. 

*When I became Minister of Transport 
last October, I realised that there was 
a risk of a conflict of interest appearing 
to arise in consequence of my holding a 
controlling interest in the company. I 
immediately took steps to effect a sale of 
my shares. It has taken some time to 
arrange this as the company is a private 
one engaged in long-term contracts in 
civil engineering, but I hope it will be 
completed very soon. 

‘ Then I shall have no financial interest 
in the company. But I think I should 
tell the House that the prospective pur- 
chasers have required me to undertake 
to buy the shares back from them at the 
price they are going to pay if they ask 
me to do so after I have ceased to hold 
office. I myself have no option to buy 
the shares back. I have not, of course, 
had anything whatsoever to do with any 
tenders put in by the company while I 
have been a member of the Government.’ 


Other Business 


University Building Programme 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer, mr. 
HEATHCOAT AMORY, was asked on January 
26 if he would consult with the Univer- 
sity Grants Committee about the desira- 
bility of relating the university building 
programme to higher numbers of students 
than had previously been estimated. 

Mr. Amory wrote in reply:—‘ The 
University Grants Committee last year 
made a full examination of this question 
in the light of the latest estimates of 
future numbers of 17 and 18 year olds in 
the schools and of other relevant factors. 
As a result they recommended strongly 


to me that they should be authorised to 
discuss with the universities an expansion 
of their capacity beyond the figure of 
135,000 places which had already been 
agreed. 

‘They proposed to explore the possi- 
bility of providing an additional 35,000 
to 40,000 by the late 1960s or early 1970s 
and to estimate the capital cost involved. 
I have authorised this action and I under- 
stand that discussions with the universi- 
ties have already begun.’ 


Factory Building in South-East 

MR. JAY aSked the President of the 
Board of Trade on January 26, what pro- 
portion of total mew factory space 
approved was in the London and south- 
east region in 1958 and 1959, respectively; 
and whether he would give this figure for 
the successive three-monthly periods of 
1959. 

MR. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary: *‘ For schemes of over 5,000 sq. ft., 
21 per cent in 1958 and 17.6 per cent in 
1959; similar figures for the successive 
quarters of 1959 were 16, 18.8, 22.2 and 
13.7 per cent. 

MR. JAY thought this rather slow pro- 
gress after the promises they had had 
from Mr. Rodgers. Could he promise 
that this contraction would go more 
quickly in future? MR. RODGERS said Mr. 
Jay ought to bear in mind not so much 
the square footage of new factory build- 
ing as the number of jobs created. A 
great deal of the square footage,to which 
he had referred related to warehouse 
space or the rebuilding of existing 
premises to improve efficiency. or 
productivity. 


Increases in: Productivity 

MR. WYATT asked the President of the 
Board of Trade, what was the increase in 
productivity per hour of British workers 
since 1954. 

MR. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary: ‘In the manufacturing, building, 
mining and public utility groups of 
industries output per man hour is esti- 
mated to have risen by 10 per cent or 
slightly more between 1954 and 1959. The 
rate of increase in other occupations is 
generally less than in these industries.’ 


Jewel House at the Tower 

In reply to a question by MR. PARKER, on 
January 26, the Minister of Works, LorD 
JOHN HOPE wrote: ‘I am having discus- 
sions with the various authorities con- 
cerned’ about a scheme which has been 
outlined for a new jewel house at the 
Tower of London. If the present propo- 
sal proves to be acceptable in principle 
my Ministry will proceed with detailed 
plans in the hope that funds will be avail- 
able to enable the work to start within 
the next two or three years.’ 


Finds on Historic Sites 


MR. PARKER asked the Minister of 
Works, on January 26, what steps he was 
taking to ensure that he had adequate 
powers for obtaining information about 
finds when new building was taking place 
on historic sites, before all traces were 
bulldozed. 


LORD JOHN HOPE wrote in reply: ‘ My 
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Ministry has made extensive use of its 
powers to excavate historic sites before 
they are built on and although there are 
no statutory powers regarding movable 
archeological finds it has generally been 
possible to reach satisfactory agreements 
about their disposal. Finds which are 
not associated with a monument lie out- 
side my Ministry’s responsibilities.’ 


Iver Grove House 


In reply to MR. ARTHUR LEWIS, on 
January 26, the Minister of Works, Lorp 
JOHN HOPE wrote: ‘In 1954 the Georgian 
Group asked the Ministry of Works to 
acquire Iver Grove, Bucks, an early 18th- 
century house the design of which has 
been attributed to either Vanbrugh or 
Hawksmoor. In February, 1957, on the 
advice of the Historic Buildings Council 
for England, Iver Grove was purchased by 
my department to ensure its preservation. 
The purchase price was £2,700. A quan- 
tity surveyor engaged by the owner in 
1955 had estimated that £21,000 would 
be needed to repair and modernise the 
building; in the same year the Ministry 
of Works’ architects gave an estimate of 
£8,000 for urgent repairs only. Before 
acquisition, after a more. detailed 
examination, the estimate was increased 
to £25,000 for repairs and modernisation. 
In fact, £37,500 has been spent. 

‘The house is to be sold subject to 
arrangements for public access and pro- 
tective covenants to the National Trust, 
as the most economical way of ensuring 
its preservation and maintenance. No 
selling price has yet been settled. The 
net cost of preserving the building will 
depend on the price obtained for sale.’ 


Points from Replies 


‘The administrative procedure for 
establishing smokeless zones is now being 
reviewed in the light of three years’ 
experience.’ (Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, January 26.) 

‘At this stage no estimate has been 
made of the cost of replacing Dartmoor 
prison nor is it possible to say when the 
work could be completed. Arrangements 
for the public inquiry into the siting of 
the new prison to replace Dartmoor are 
still under consideration, but I hope that 
an announcement will be made soon.’ 
(Home Office, January 28.)

Mr. Parish’s Career

a period of whole-time technological edu- 
cation in building in the Department of 
Architecture, Building and Surveying at 
the Northern Polytechnic, London. He 
followed this by a three-year building and 
civi! engineering indentured pupilship in 
London with Holliday and Greenwood 
Ltd., being appointed as executive direc- 
tor at the age of 25 and resigning the 
position of chairman and managing direc- 
tor after a period of 28 years with that 
company upon his appointment as chair- 
man of Bovis Ltd. in the summer of 1959. 

Mr. Woodbine Parish was President of 
the London Master Builders’ Association 
in 1952 and its Honorary Treasurer in 
1954-56.

He is a Fellow of the 
Institute of Builders and of the British 
Institute of Management, has for some 
years been chairman of the LMBA Edu- 
cation Committee and the National 
Federation Management Training Com- 
mittee. He has studied building educa- 
tion in a number of Western European 
countries and was chairman of an OEEC/ 
EPA project concerned with the develop- 


ment of training in the principles of 
scientific management related to construc- 
tional work, and took an active part in 
promoting and running the series of 
management appreciation courses which 
have been held during the past few years 
at Sundridge Park. More recently he has 
been chairman of a study group set up 
by the Board of Building Education to 
advise upon the development of manage- 
ment studies and related examinations 
appropriate to future corporate member- 
ship of the Institute of Builders. 


In 1939 Mr. Woodbine Parish married

Mr. Setter’s Career 


Mr. Cecil Rowland Setter, chairman 
and joint managing director of Stone & 
Co. (Bristol) Ltd., building and civil 
engineering contractors of Redland, 


‘Bristol, was born in Bristol in 1907 and 


was educated at Bristol Grammar School. 
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Mr. Setter joined the family firm in 1923 
and spent the next five years in various 
departments of the business and gaining 
experience in various craft trades. Over 
the same period he studied at the local 
technical school. He was made a direc- 
tor of the company in 1928 and on the 
death of his father in 1939, became 
governing director. 


Mr. Setter was President of the 
Bristol Association of Building Trades 
Employers in 1945 and President of the 
South Western Federation of Building 
Trades Employers in 1952.

Slum Clearance Programmes 
Minister Calls for Plans for Second Round 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has asked local 
authorities to take stock now of their 
progress and be ready where necessary 
with plans for the second round of slum 
clearance when their present five-year 
programmes are complete. 

By the time the first round ends on 
December 31 this year more than 250,000 
houses will have been demolished or 
closed and 750,000 people rehoused in 
Great Britain. 


‘Clearance on this scale is a difficult 
and complex operation,’ says the Ministry 
in a circular (No. 2/60) to housing 
authorities in England and Wales, ‘ and 
the substantial measure of success 
achieved reflects, in the Minister's view, 
great credit on all concerned.’ It adds: 
‘The most important consideration now 
is to ensure that the momentum is main- 
tained.’ 

Some local authorities will by the end 
of 1960 have cleared all the unfit houses 
in their areas, others will still have a great 
deal to do, and a number will still have 
some work outstanding from their cur- 
rent programmes. 

Mr. Brooke suggests that local authori- 
ties should take stock of their individual 
progress and act in one of three ways: 

1. Local authorities with a continuing 

problem who expect to complete their cur- 
rent 5-year programmes by the end of 1960 
should review the position and submit 
further proposals to the Minister indicat- 
ing how long they think it will take them 
to clear the unfit houses in their areas. 
and detailing programmes of action for 
one to five years as appropriate. 


2. Local authorities who are likely by 


the end of 1960 to have work still in hand 
from the current programme should aim 
to complete this as soon as possible. The 
position should be reviewed when they 
are within, say, 18 months of completing 
the current programme, and further pro- 
posals submitted to the Minister. 

3. Local authorities who have cleared, 
or expect to have cleared, all the unfit 
houses in their areas before the end of 
1960 should make a final check to satisfy 
themselves that there are no more unfit 
houses reauiring action and submit pro- 
posals for dealing with any if they are 
found. 

“The Minister believes,’ concludes the 
circular, ‘ that action in accordance with 
these suggestions will enable local 
authorities to maintain their present rate 
of progress with the minimum of inter- 
ruption. He recognises that slum clear- 
ance must for some years to come 
remain one of our major housing com- 
mitments, and that in those areas where 
the proportion of outworn houses is 
especially high, it will be a long time 
before the work can be finished. Provided 
however that the present drive loses none 
of its momentum, there is every reason 
to believe that over a large part of the 
country the next few years will see the 
disappearance of all the slums.’

Southern President's Warning to Builders 


THE ADVICE THAT ‘it is time we builders 
stopped buying work at the present 
uneconomic level of tendering’ was given 
to the industry by MR. J. B. RATCLIFFE, 
pso, President of the Southern Counties 
Federation of Building Trades Employers. 
He was speaking at the luncheon which 
followed the annual general meeting in 
London on January 29. 

Responding to the toast of the 
‘Southern Counties Federation and its 
President, proposed by Mr. T. V. Prosser 
the National President, Mr. Ratcliffe first 
entered a plea for non-member firms to 
come within the Federation, as a prepara- 
tory step to creating stable conditions in 
which competent, well-trained builders 
could get returns comparable to those 
earned by other industries; this could not 
be achieved unless all builders spoke with 
one voice representing the industry, he 
said. 

Turning to the question of prices every 
part of the industry could pay its way, 
he thought, with the exception of the firm 
which habitually obtained the bulk of its 
work by open tendering, particularly for 
jobs of £30,000 and upwards. 


Working at a Loss 

‘The situation has now been reached,’ 
he stated, ‘ where in spite of the fact that 
there is more work about than ever 
before, much is being run at a loss. Often 
the lowest tenderer is not making ends 
meet; he is exchanging £1 of his money 
for his customer’s promise to pay him 
19s. 6d., and on a large scale. In some 
cases he has only just begun to realise it, 
in others he doesn’t know what else to 
do. In a number of firms, estimating has 
been related not to costs but getting just 
under the market price. The only respon- 
sibility and test of efficiency for many 
estimators is to see that their price should 
be 4 per cent or so under the next on 
the list.’ 

The Federation were deeply concerned 
with the situation as it was not in the 
interests of the general public that prices 
should be below a level at which that 
section of the industry could maintain its 
efficiency and continue to develop. The 
remedy lay, he thought, in making sure 
that any tenders put in, especially in the 
next few months, were correctly related 
to costs. Builders should weigh carefully 
the risks in competing for work where 
the number of tenderers exceed the 
Robertson report recommendations; the 
best prices should be kept for the jobs 
that were known to be fully pre-planned. 
‘We builders must not allow ourselves 
to be depressed into a costly resignation 
to the present level of tenders,’ declared 
Mr. Ratcliffe. ‘I think it is time we 
stopped buying this kind of work.’ 

The President concluded by welcoming 
the Federation’s many guests, paying a 
special tribute to Mr. Peter Trench, 
National Director, for the ‘speed and 
penetration with which he has co- 
ordinated the multifarious aspects of our 
federation’s work into a coherent vision 
and made emergent a series of objec- 


tives that make sense to the membership.’ 
MR. R. V. ABBOTT, joint general manager 
of the National Provincial Bank, Ltd., re- 
plied. 
Need for Statesmanship 


Proposing the toast of the ‘ Southern 
Counties Federation and its President,’ 
MR. T. V. PROSSER, the National President, 
said that the region set a very high stan- 
dard in all it undertook; it was ever 
moving forward and thinking ahead, and 
contained a quality of leadership that 
was outstanding. That, together with im- 
proved economic trends, promised well 
for the region and the industry at large; 
‘ the trends show a steady and progressive 
recovery from the difficult inflationary 
tendencies encountered in 1957-58, and 
if they are allowed to develop without 
over-straining the economy, we can 
indeed look forward with confidence to 
more prosperous times,’ said Mr. 
Prosser. 

But the margin of safety was still very 
slender, and weighty demands on the in- 
dustry’s statesmanship would be made if 
we were to avoid disturbing the balance; 
indeed the Chancellor had recognised the 
delicacy of the position by increasing the 
Bank rate to 5 per cent, thus introducing 
a degree of financial discipline. 

‘As an industry,’ continued § Mr. 
Prosser, ‘we can best assist in the drive 
for stability by effecting genuine price re- 
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ductions, but for this purpose there are 
three essential conditions: 

* First, an immense improvement in the 
full design and planning of our buildings, 
in fact full documentation before work 
starts on the site—a policy to which the 
architects and builders gave their approval 
as a prerequisite to firm-price tendering 
but a policy to which more lip-service is 
paid, alas, than to effective implementa- 
tion. 

‘If you haven’t got all you require in 
the way of drawings and other informa- 
tion, refuse to start the work until you 
have’ advised the National President, 
adding ‘ The Federation will fully support 
your action.” 

Second, a steadily increasing volume 
of materials was needed to that the irk- 
some and costly delays of last year were 
not repeated. Last year manufacturers 
had complained that they had no warning 
of the increasing demand. This time they 
had more than enough warning. 

Third, builders must take the fullest ad- 
vantage of the many management and 
work study technique courses, to bring 
themselves and their staffs up to a high 
pitch of efficiency.

‘King’s House’ Burhill 


Planning Appeal Arising from Tenant's Work of Conversion 


KINGSMERE HOUSE, King’s-drive, Burhill, 
Walton, was built in 1936 by the Royal 
Warrant Holders’ Association for King 
George V on the occasion of his silver 
jubilee, when it was known as the King’s 
House and was at the disposal of any 
person whom he might think worthy 
because of service to the country. It was 
designed by the late C. Beresford 
Marshall, FRIBA, and illustrated in ‘ The 
Builder’ of January 10, 1936. When, 
later, it passed into the hands of the 
Commissioners for Crown Lands, it was 
bought by Dr. N. P. Henderson, a 
consultant physician and radiologist. 

In 1956, after living in the house for a 
year, Dr. Henderson decided to make the 
top floor into a self-contained flat for 
servants. Two years later he found, after 
@ row of dormer windows had been 
inserted, that planning permission was 
necessary as the development provided an 
additional dwelling on the site. 

Planning permission for the extra flat 
was applied for, but this was refused by 
Walton and Weybridge Council and Dr 
Henderson’s appeal was the subject of an 
inquiry held at Walton on January 27. 
MR. DESMOND NELIGAN, counsel for Dr. 
Henderson, told the Ministry inspector 
that the house was one where staff was an 
obvious necessity. 

DR. HENDERSON Said that at. present the 


staff was on the floor below the attic, 
which restricted the number of guests he 
could accommodate to _ three. He 
intended to continue his diagnostic 
practice when he retired from practice 
and the flat would then be available for 
patients who were detained for observa- 
tion. The previous occupant had installed 
a number of skylights in the roof but, 
Dr. Henderson said, these leaked badly 
and there was an almost certain chance 
of dry rot developing. The dormer 
windows, which were in line with those 
on the floor below, eliminated that fear. 

MR. R. W. F. WILBERFORCE, surveyor to 
the Burhill Estates Company, said the 
house was situated on the estate, which 
was guarded by stringent covenants. 
Creating a separate dwelling place had 
convened these. 

MR. P. R. SAMMES, chief planning assist- 
ant to Walton and Weybridge council, 
said the conversion was in conflict with 
the low density occupation of the area. 
It would create a precedent if one applica- 
tion were allowed and this would pos- 
sibly lead to the degeneration of the 
estate. Several other residents had written 
letters bearing this out. 

The hearing lasted all day, after which 
the Minister’s inspector visited the pro- 
perty. The decision of the Minister will 
be announced later.

$tructional units in the 1960s. 

The difference in industrial standing 
between the local family building business 
and the vast international empires of 
firms such as the Laings and the Wimpeys 
does not need emphasising. They are 
bound to see things through different 
binoculars. Perhaps the widest schism lies 
in the fact that the labour content in the 
large site is much less than in the smaller 
job. Therefore the price of labour is prob- 
ably nowhere near as significant on the 
former as on the latter. 

It is when we come to consider the 
elimination of the time-and-a-quarters 
that we can appreciate the rich gamey 
flavour of the civil engineering decision. 
There are no overtime permits in civil 
@ngineering—the sky is the limit, or 
father the hours that the sun shines. To 
tule that the first four hours of overtime 
shall be at time-and-a-half is roughly the 
Same as a further substantial increase in 
Wages; say 24 hours per week, or 
expressed in money, 10s. 10d. This, added 
to the 14d. compensation for the four 
months at 40 hours is certainly not 
chicken feed in these days of hard bar- 
gaining for pennies in the negotiating 
chambers. The builders are to be par- 
doned if they view such goings on with 
concern. 

The most curious feature of this busi- 
ness is the slender weight of organisation 
among the labourers and semi-skilled. 
Apart from bar benders and fixers trade 
union membership is hardly formidable. 
Compared with the crafts in building it 
is very low indeed. This is no criticism 
of the two general workers’ unions, for 
they have laboured mightily to improve 
their position; nevertheless it is a fact, 
and a fact that is widely recognised. Thus 
the civil engineering employers have 
flardly made their decision under duress 
and the fear of large-scale stoppages. 

This leads us to the interesting con- 
Clusion that sound trade union organisa- 
tion, the ability to withdraw labour, and 


first-class advocacy, do not necessarily 
bring home the bacon. How are the 
craft union leaders to answer their critics 
when they demand to know why their 
negotiations with the building employers 
are less productive than those of the 
general workers with the civil engineering 
employers? The situation is not happy. 

The current wages claim of 4d. per 
hour increase is, of course, another 
matter. With generous reticence the civil 
engineering employers have declined to 
adjudicate on this until the builders have 
decided. Presumably any increase which 
is negotiated in building will be auto- 
matically applied, as, indeed, it has been 
sc arranged in the past. Suppose, only 
suppose, that a figure of 2d. per hour is 
reached; this, added to the indirect in- 
creases already conceded would total to 
the equivalent of approximately 6d. per 
hour. And all this without a shot being 
fired! To the operative this will appear as 
only reasonable. He got practically no 
increase in 1959 and it is within his vision 
that contracting is a fairly prosperous 
business. 

The question arises as to whether the 
conflict of interests between the Federa- 
tion of Civil Engineering Contractors 
and the NFBTE is really to the benefit 
of the operatives in the long run. Some 
would say not. If the civil engineering 
people emerge as the victors, who would 
train apprentices? Certainly in_ this 
matter the building employers have 
donated their trained men to civil engi- 
neering which, in this ~espect at any rate, 
has been parasitical. Civil engineering 
employers get their craftsmen ready made 
from the builders. Again, on the question 
of the federal structure of organisation, 
the operatives are told by the civil engi- 
neering people that this is not recognised. 
Federation stewards in particular are 
specifically barred. 

The Major Issue 

But when all is said, the major issue 
is the immediate question of what the 
NJC will do—or more precisely what the 
NFBTE will be willing to settle for. They 
could, of course, refuse to follow the 
FCEC decision on hours and buy time by 
merely equating the wages rates with an 
increase of l4d. This, however, would 
only put off the evil day and it would 
appear that the best policy is boldness. 
To wrap up the hours issue in line with 
civil engineering and, at the same time, 
obtain a swift settlement of the base rate 
would kick the ball to the other end of 
the field and, inter alia, solve the problem 
until 1961. It may even be that the over- 
time rates as well could be adjusted so 
that the civil engineering jobs would not 
be at an advantage.

Implications for the Building Industry 


IF ONE HAD FORECAST a month ago that 
the Civil Engineering Conciliation Board 
would (a) introduce the 40-hour week for 
the four winter months, with a compen- 
satory increase in the wages rate of 14d. 
per hour thoughout the year, and (b) 
delete the rate of time-and-a-quarter for 
the first two hours of overtime and make 
the first four hours at time-and-a-half, 
one would not have been believed. There 
would have been neither precedent nor 
indication that the civil engineering 
employers would even contemplate such 
a considerable advance—all in one gulp. 

It seems quite evident that the building 
employers’ leaders have been surprised, 
to say the least, and this must surely 
indicate that the liaison which is said to 
exist between the Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors and the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
is not working as well as we have been 
led to believe. 

The civil engineering settlement 
represents nothing less than the virtual 
establishment of the 40-hour week. This 
may be initially applicable to the winter 
months only, but even the simple minded 
can see that the writing is on the wall 
and that the principle will be relatively 
easy and painless to extend to the whole 
of the year—given a little more water 
under the bridge. 

The settlement is due to become oper- 
able on February 29. This does not leave 
a lot of time for the builders to re- 
arrange matters. It is understood that 
the special committee on wages set up on 
January 14 is due to report back to the 
NJC during the first half of February and, 
even assuming agreement, the date of 
operation will be difficult to synchronise 
with civil engineering.

General 


1. Before suggesting any further factors 
which might be taken into account the 
RIBA would like to make the following 
observations on the four matters already 
mentioned in this question: 

(1) Television——Some interim mitiga- 
tion of the visual effect of TV aerials 
should be sought and there are two possi- 
bilities at present which could help in this 
direction: i.e. (i) an all-purpose aerial for 
use with television and VHF radio such 
as that used in Stevenage, and (ii) *‘ Piped’ 
television, abolishing altogether the need 
for aerials. 

(2) Equipment.—There is little stan- 
dardisation of kitchen equipment and a 
tendency for this equipment to get larger 
and for more fittings to be used. The 
planning of kitchens should take this 
into account. 

(3) Study space, etc.—It is not possible 
except in large houses to provide for all 
types of activity. The bedroom could be 
made big enough to contain a sitting 
space and also to be used as a study. 
Space should be allowed for the pursuit of 
hobbies. 

(4) Cars.—Provision should be made on 
the basis that ultimately every household 
will have a car, and since the house is the 
centre of social activity, space should also 
be provided for visitors’ cars. The solu- 
tion to these problems will naturally have 
a far-reaching effect on the layout and 
design of estates. 

In addition to the above matters, the 
following should also be taken into 
account in the design stage: 

(a) Methods of heating in 
spatial requirements, 

(b) flexibility in the use of space to per- 
mit the maximum variation within a given 
house and layout plan form to take 
account of individual preferences; 

(c) the proper conception of private gar- 
den space and its relation to living space; 

(d) the possibility of using the * expand- 
able’ house design; 

(e) The impact of mass-production and 
new materials on design. 

2. It seems likely that the process of 
levelling up of salaries and wages at a 
higher economic level will continue. This 
could result, on the one hand, in a call 
for more house ownership and, on the 
other hand, for higher standards of equip- 
ment and comfort. Either way the stan- 
dards of publicly owned housing will need

If more housewives take part-time jobs 
this will create a demand for additional 
labour-saving devices in the home and for 
communal facilities such as_ central 
laundries the ‘launderette’ type.

Floor Space 


3. The RIBA are of the opinion that 
present standards of space in house and 
flat design must be regarded as minimal 
and could be increased with advantage. 
Nevertheless, it would be wrong to criti- 
cise areas arbitrarily since much depends 
on the design of inter-related spaces. The 
great need is for freedom to plan space 
within a total area related to a total cost: 
this matter is dealt with later. 


4. In general, more space seems to be 
necessary for circulation. At the moment, 
certain essential requirements tend to be 
ignored. The reductions in circulation 
space recommended in the Ministry's 
publication, ‘ Houses 1953,’ have resulted 
in spaces which in practice are found to 
be too small. Storage areas also need to 
be increased, but the most important fac- 
tor is to be able to adjust the size of 
various rooms so that different patterns 
of living can be accommodated. 


Arrangement 


5. As to the living arrangements speci- 
fied in the question, it is not possible to 
give any useful answer: each of the 
arrangements mentioned is necessary and 
useful according the type 
under design.

circumstances but 
requires great skill in the design of a con- 
venient and _ stimulating environment 
which can be_ divided temporarily. 
Adequate heating is the most important 
factor in this type of planning.

7. Standards should be flexible so as to 
cater on the one hand for the family 
requiring a large living space and a mini- 
mum number of bedrooms, and on the 
other for those who would prefer bed- 
sitting or study rooms but a smaller living 
room. Many variations within these 
extremes are possible. One bedroom 
might be placed on the ground floor with 
direct connection to the living room: the 
additional space thus achieved could be 
used in a variety of ways. 


8. Insofar as it is possible to answer 
this question, our order of preference 
would be as follows: 

1. Through store. 

2. Tunne! passage. 

3. Front store and utility room. 

4. Front store and kitchen. 
None of these methods, however, is as 
successful as the service court layout pro- 
viding direct access to the service side of 
the house.

years, heating standards in 
houses remain generally inadequate and 
there is still little relationship between 
methods of heating and the design of the 
spaces in the houses. It is interesting to 
note that once an efficient heating system 
has been experienced, higher standards 
become a necessity. 


9. In spite 
design

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10 and 11. There will undoubtedly be 
an increasing demand for central heating 
either by the orthodox methods or by 
electric under-floor systems although the 
latter are still in their experimental stages. 
Again, it must be recognised that any effi 
cient heating system has to be paid for 
although increased incomes should make 
this higher expenditure acceptable. 

12. Better heating at a low cost cer- 
tainly depends upon improved insulation, 
better standards of which are imperative. 
More research should, therefore, be 
carried out in this field. 


Kitchen Planning 

13. It does not seem to be of great 
importance whether kitchens are situated 
on the sunny or the shady side of the 
house. The housewife’s preference seems 
to be for a kitchen facing the garden so 
that an eye can be kept on the children: 
once this requirement has been met a 
slight preference might be expressed for 
: kitchen on the sunny side. 

14. Kitchen layout should, if possible, 
be planned in‘ U’ form so that doors and 
circulation routes are quite clear of the 
working area. The kitchen should have 
enough wall space to take not only the 
initial equipment but such additional 
apparatus as the occupier might purchase 
from time to time. Many variations of 
the order of equipment are possible but 
the placing of the cooker near the sink 
and on the same wall is essential if 
accidents are to be minimised. 

15. The present range of BS kitchen 
storage fitments forms a useful basis, but 
the introduction of another width in the 
standard range would increase flexibility 
of planning. 

Where circumstances permit provision 
should be made for most of the living 
area to be easily visible from the kitchen, 
but this is not essential. 

17. It seems to be a very general prac- 
tice for breakfast at least to be taken in 
the kitchen. Where there is no separate 
dining room, the kitchen may be used for 
meals to meet the objection of the smell 
of food lingering in the living room. 
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18. Condensation in kitchens is a 
serious nuisance and ventilation and anti- 
condensation measures are necessary par 
ticularly with present-day methods of con 
struction and finishes. 


Laundry 


19. While the separate utility room is 
to be preferred the increased use of wash- 
ing machines and spin dryers in the home 
makes laundering in the kitchen more 
acceptable. Moreover, the increased offer 


of facilities by commercial firms may well 
minimise the amount of laundering work 
to be carried out in the home. 


20-22. In multi-storey dwellings _ it 
would be a considerable advantage to 
make provision for laundering facilities 
in the bathroom but the bathroom must 
then be big enough to contain a washing 
machine. 


Equipment and Fittings 

23. Sanitary Equipment.—In dwellings 
for five persons or more there ought to 
be two wes. One should be in the bath- 
room, the other should contain a lavatory 
basin. Cloakroom washing facilities 
should be considered for the larger dwel- 
lings. 

24. Kitchen Equipment.—We agree that 
for some items of equipment, e.g., the 
refrigerator, washing machine and spin 
dryer, the space and not the equipment 
itself should be provided. There would 
appear to be a need for study of the size 
of items of kitchen equipment such as 
refrigerators, washing machines, etc., so 
that these might be built-in or stand 
within the general framework of standard 
kitchen fittings. At the present time there 
is a wide variety of shapes and sizes 
amongst the items of equipment which 
may be needed in the kitchen of the 
future. Research might also be under- 
taken into the possibility of providing a 
simple cold room to replace the larder 
and refrigerator. 

25. Plumbing.—lIt is essential that all 
plumbing should be internal and the use 
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of the one-pipe system is recommended 
wherever possible. 

26. Electrical (Lighting and Power) 
Points and Gas Points.—In our opinion 
the following would seem to be the mini- 
mum requirements for electrical and gas 
points:

Whether provision for gas appliances 
will be needed in the future is a matter 
for conjecture. 

27. General Storage Space.—Storage 
space in dwellings tends to be inadequate. 
A generous increase in built-in cupboards 
is desirable, but this should not inter- 
fere with the normal living space in the 
room. 

28. Pram Storage.—-Pram 
should be no problem in houses. 
In multi-storey flats there are 
methods which are commonly used: 
1. Ground floor cubicles. 
2. Cubicles at each floor. 
3. Space within the flat 

The last method is greatly to be 
preferred, but is only possible in multi 
storey flats if there are lifts large enough 
to accommodate prams, Methods (1) and 
(2) are not satisfactory, as such cubicles 
are usually badly heated and ventilated. 

29. Fuel Storage.—If solid fuel (soft 
or hard coal) is used, storage for at least 
half a ton of each of it is desirable. The 
type of fuel which satisfies the require- 
ments of the Clean Air Act is more bulky 
than the traditional type so that space 
requirements will accordingly be higher. 
It must be borne in mind that with im 
proved alternative methods of heating, 
solid fuel appliances may soon become 
obsolete. 

Oil fuel needs special arrangements, 
but 600 gallons is the economic minimum 
for a dwelling heated separately. 

30. Cupboards.—Built-in cupboards 
should be provided in bedrooms, where 
they should be additional to the usual 
furniture, as well as in the kitchen.

Safety Considerations 
31. Information on these problems is 
available from the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents, and the RIBA 
feel that the Society’s recommendations 
adequately cover the ground. 


Sound Insulation 

32. More study is needed of the provi- 
sion of adequate sound insulation between 
dwellings particularly in flats. Greater 
consideration should also be given to 
the insulation of toilets, cisterns, etc. 
This is a matter of good planning and 
construction and of economics. The 
efficiency of sound insulation increases 
in proportion to the amount of money 
spent. Proper planning, for instance the 
avoidance of ‘handed’ or ‘ mirrored’ 
plans and the correct positioning of open- 
ing lights would eliminate many of the 
sources of annoyance in terraced houses.

33. Houses This question touches 
very much on the problem of layout. We 
would suggest that together with other 
methods, consideration should be given 
to the adoption of a Scandinavian method 
in which the dustbin is kept in a pit in 
the ground fitted with a specially designed 
hinged lid with access through a smaller 
opening in the centre and a _ pedal- 
operated cover for use by the housewife 
This provides a neat and tidy solution to 
the problem of housing the dustbin which 
may thus be next to the 
front door.

Unless some solution is found to the 
problem of refuse collection the dustman 
could influence the planning of housing 
areas unduly for many years to come. 

34. Flats and Maisonettes—Communal 
chutes for high blocks and grouped dust- 
bins near the stair for low blocks have 
been found to be fairly satisfactory, but it 
is hoped that the increased use of water- 
borne systems and individual sink des- 
tructors will make these methods suffi- 
ciently economical for widespread instal- 
lation to be adopted.

35. As stated in the commentary on 
question 1, provision must be made on 
the basis of one car per dwelling; even 
this may be insufficient in some cases in 
the future. Car parking as distinct from 
short-term parking can be provided in 
many ways and probably most schemes 
will result in a mixture of the various 
methods. Any approach to the problem 
must be flexible in the early years whilst 
the number of cars is building up. 

36-38. In terrace housing garaging can 
take two main forms: 

(a) the individual garage or car park 
within the house or attached to it or 
possibly at the end of the garden; in this 
case the additional convenience and 
storage facilities can be recognised by a 
rent differential; 

(b) groups of 
separate lock-ups or 
These groups can be 
garden boundary walls or grouped in 
service access courts and have the 
advantage of flexibility in layout planning 
particularly where there is separation of 
pedestrians and vehicles. It is, of course, 
possible in the early stages to lay down 
paved areas which can be rented for long- 
term parking and which can provide sites 
for future blocks of garages when the 
demand arises. 


Consideration should also be given to 
the simple car port type of roof over such 
areas to provide lower rented garaging 
sites. Suitable plug sockets could be 
provided for radiator heaters. Indeed, the 
economics of car ownership may well lead 
to this form of development in the future. 
A well désigned roof structure carefully 
sited with the height kept to a minimum 
might well be more acceptable visually 
and economically than a block of garages. 

Further study should also be made into 
the design of larger blocks of garages to 
form enclosed courtyards. It is possible,

can also be placed on the 
floors of two-, three- and four- 
blocks of flats and maisonettes: 
such provision is probably inevitable at 
higher densities if a reasonable amount 
of space between buildings is to be main- 
tained. Suitable steps can be taken to 
avoid nuisance from noise and in any 
case it is doubtful if this is likely to be 
more objectionable than in cases where 
the garages are arranged in blocks close 
to the flats. With the methods described 
above it is possible to achieve densities of 
up to 80 to 85 habitable rooms per acre 
whilst achieving 100 per cent. garaging 
accommodation. 

In higher density development involv 
ing lift access to dwellings other methods 
will have to be adopted, e.g., underground 
garaging, covered parking at ground level 
under slab blocks, or open or covered 
parking provided in relation to trees and 
ground moulding around slab and point 
blocks. 

It is doubtful whether space can be 
spared for individual lock-ups in these 
circumstances. 

In all schemes it would seem advisable 
to provide some workshop garages where 
car owners can carry out minor repairs 
and servicing. This would be preferable 
to providing bench space and electrical 
facilities in all or a number of garages. 


Play Spaces in Blocks of Flats and 
Maisonettes 


39. Play spaces should be provided not 
only in flat development, but also in 
groups of houses even where these have 
private gardens. If imaginative in design 
and given a wide difference in treatment, 
they can give a sense of locality. 

The toddlers’ play spaces should be 
small in size and scale; but unless they 
are related closely to groups of housing, 
mothers will not allow young children to 
use them. Designs can be relatively simple 
and use can be made of sand and boulders 
or tables and small changes in level. 

Playgrounds for older children can take 
three main forms: 


(a) The playground equipped with con- 
ventional apparatus: such as_ swings,

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seesaws, etc. Careful attention should be 
paid to the design of paving and enclos- 
ing elements and where possible existing 
trees should be incorporated and suitably 
protected. 


(b) Playgrounds with a greater imagina- 
tive quality in which children can invent 
their own games. These could consist of 
a framing element such as an enclosing 
brick wall, irregular in elevation, with 
returns and platforms for climbing, jump- 
ing, drawing, etc.; the structure becomes. 
in the minds of children, a castle, a fort, 
a cave or a stockade. A key element 
could identify each play area; a boat, a 
car, or even a cannon. Such playgrounds 
can cost very much less to provide than 
the type with fixed equipment. 

(c) Hard areas for ball games: 


some fencing and screening is 
required.

The use of junk playgrounds in special 
locations could also be_ considered 
although these might be better related to 
larger areas of the town. 


In all cases there should be uninter 
rupted pedestrian access for the children 
from house to play space. 


40. The use of private balconies varies 
according to district and type of tenant. 
In some schemes they are unused and in 
those circumstances the cost would have 
been better spent on providing more floor 
space, better heating, etc. 

Where there is a demand, balconies 
should be provided as in such circum- 
stances good use is usually made of 
them: households with babies often put 
the pram out on them. They are only of 
limited use for children’s play.

41-43. Staircase access 
restricted to not more 
heights of stairs, i.e., 
of flats or four-storey blocks of 
maisonettes. Above this level lifts should 
be provided. Balcony access is generally 
unsatisfactory unless the balcony can 
adopt the character of an elevated street 
but this form might be considered to be 
unsuitable in our climate. Internal corri- 
dor access (as used, for example, with 
‘cross over’ maisonettes) has the follow- 
ing advantages: 

(a) It often allows for more compact 
planning, more economical block shape 
and less circulation area; 

(b) it gives better protection from the 
elements than access galleries; 

(c) It gives greater privacy than access 
galleries. 
This form of access can be quite satis- 

factory especially if there are external 
views at the ends of the corridor and pos- 
sibly at intermediate points. 


Other Matters 


44. It is appreciated that the Sub- 
Committee is concerned with housing 
standards, but in the RIBA's view these 
matters cannot be fully considered except 
as one element in the comprehensive 
study of housing design. This subject 
covers all aspects of house planning and 
environment and must include the rela- 
tionship of the individual dwelling unit 
to the housing area. It will also be 
affected by the larger questions of town 
planning. It is obvious that matters such 
as access, refuse disposal and garaging 
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cannot be dealt with fully unless layout 
is also considered. The design of the 
individual house should bear a much 
closer relationship to the form of layout 
than has been apparent in the past. 

The fundamental problem today is to 
obtain the maximum separation of 
pedestrians and vehicles and this should 
apply as much in the housing areas as 
with other forms of development. An 
integrated footpath system in an area, 
and preferably in a town, provides a basic 
solution but produces its own particular 
problems affecting house design. 

Further research and study is needed 
on the use of the Radburn type layout 
at higher densities since this has the 
advantage of providing reasonable facili- 
ties for car access to the house and at 
the same time produces the maximum 
protection to the pedestrian. In this con- 
nection it is felt that the use of the wide 
frontage house should be investigated 
since this type of plan simplifies the pro- 
vision of a through circulation space with 
suitable entrances on either side and also 
permits the adoption of a single aspect 
plan ensuring maximum privacy to the 
occupants of the house and garden. 

Too little regard has been paid to the 
relationship between garden and house 
and to the essential quality of privacy 
which is required. This cannot be 
achieved by fixing minimum distances 
between terraces of houses but rather by 
complete integration of house design and 
layout. The use of patio and single aspect 
type houses merits further consideration 
in this connection. 

Housing layout is often affected detri- 
mentally by ‘space about buildings’ 
regulations and the RIBA feel that these 
matters should not be judged by rules 
which have now become arbitrary in 
effect or are based on preconceived ideas 
of layout. 

It is assumed that the results of work 
carried out by the Housing Development 
Group at the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government will be published from 
time to time but it should be remembered 
that a great deal of experimental work on 
large and small elements of house design 
is being undertaken by authorities in 
various parts of the country. It would 
be a great benefit if evidence of such work 
could be collected centrally by the 
Ministry and the results published in 
Housing Bulletins. Such publication 
could lead to greater advances in housing 
design. 


Priorities 

45. The most essential improvement 
in our view would be the provision of 
adequate heating systems in houses. 

After this, space is the next immediate 
problem: the provision of equipment 
either at the time of construction of the 
houses or by the tenant at a later stage 
is really one aspect of the design of the 
space provided. After these improve- 
ments in the design of the house have 
been made any further expenditure 
should be devoted to better landscaping. 


Standards Generally 
46. Future standards should be formu- 


Jated in terms of the overall house area. 


possibly with a range of figures covering 
each particular house size on the basis 
of the number of persons to be housed. 
Such a range would enable an authority 
to provide the kind of housing best suited 
to its particular needs. It is suggested 
that the detailed allocation of space could 
then be made within the overall figure 
and be considered in the light of some 
form of ‘ performance test’ which could 
be applied to the design to ensure its 
adequacy. 

This test might be similar to that 
applied by the Ministry of Housing in 
Denmark in which house plans must show 
the disposition of furniture in rooms to 
ensure a suitable functional basis for the 
use of the room. Such standards are, 
in fact, laid down in Direction No. 31 
issued by the Danish National Institute 
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of Building Research (Statens Byggefor- 
skningsinstitut). 

It would also appear to be reasonable 
that cost aspects of housing should be 
considered in a rather more scientific way 
than at present. Further study is needed 
on this subject but ranges of target costs 
expressed in relation to the number of 
persons to be housed or the size of house 
should be formulated. Such a practice 
would give the architect every encour- 
agement to plan to achieve the greatest 
value from the money to be expended. 
This method has been particularly suc- 
cessful in school building and although 
problems in housing are somewhat 
different an attempt should be made to 
work out a suitable method whereby the 
best value for money may be obtained 
for all concerned. 


The Radburn Idea 


‘A Question of Layout Rather than of Architecture’ 


MR PAUL RITTER, ARIBA, speaking at the 
Housing Centre on November 17, 
described how various applications of the 
Radburn Idea were being tried out in 
Great Britain. He explained that he was 
concerned with layout rather than with 
architecture since no particular form of 
architecture was necessary for the type 
of layout he was advocating and one 
form could be substituted for another 
without invalidating the principles. Refer- 
ing to the ‘ Child’s Eye View’ exhibition, 
designed to show how much the child's 
scale differed from that of the adult and 
the effect this would have on the design 
of housing and housing areas, Mr. Ritter 
geve as an example the width of a road 
which appeared much greater to a child. 
‘The Radburn Idea,’ he said, * was born 
30 years ago. Basically the layout 
involves a ring road with service culs de 
sac leading from it. Houses backing on 
to these culs de sac provide access for 
the refuse collector, tradesmen and motor 
traffic generally. All the front doors 
open on to pedestrian areas which are 
entirely safe for children, and a system 
of linked footpaths lead to the shops, 
schools and other amenities.’ 

Mr. Ritter said that the idea was not 
entirely new and that there were some 
Victorian layouts of this kind which could 
be partially retained in redevelopment 
schemes. Something could still be done 
to improve some of the inter-war lay- 
outs by the intelligent use of existing foot- 
paths, linking them in such a way that 
they passed through the housing area. 
Lighting would have to be provided, but 
this would be worthwhile for safety. 

‘It has been proved,’ continued Mr. 
Ritter, ‘that Radburn layouts can be 
cheaper than normal ones and that they 
are also aesthetically richer. Moreover, 
they are sociologically better. There is 
a significant difference between the 
amount of voluntary friendship which 
takes place across a footpath and a road. 
Not all such layouts are equally success- 
ful. The layout where the child does not 
dare to walk on the grass is bad, while 
one such as at Willenhall, near Coventry, 
where the pedestrian area is used for 


play, social intercourse and so on, is ful 
filling its purpose. People who love ani 
mals will find this type of layout very 
suitable. It is possible sometimes to 
arrange a footpath alongside a field con 
taining livestock.’ 

Mr. Ritter showed how an estate in 
Nottingham, where there is a density of 
100 houses to the acre and a consider 
able amount of industrial as well as 
pedestrian access, could be redeveloped 
on Radburn principles. There was no 
objection to having industrial and heavy 
traffic in the vicinity of housing, provided 
it was completely separated from the 
pedestrian area. Discussing existing Rad- 
burn schemes in Great Britain he showed 
how access to centres containing com- 
munal amenities could be provided by 
extending one of the traffic culs de sac 

One footpath in a Radburn scheme at 
Northampton was seldom used because it 
did not lead to where people wanted to 
go. But Professor Stephenson’s scheme 
it Stourport was more successful and the 
footpath areas were well used. Mr. 
Womersley’s Greenhill scheme at Sheffield 
showed how suitable the plan was for 
multi-storey development. Many experi- 
ments with these layouts had been tried 
in the New Towns, including Basildon, 
where it was not very. successful, 
Stevenage and Cumbernauld. The 
system had also been used in Sweden, 
where in some places the traffic culs de 
sac had been covered in. There, too, 
the plan had been used with particular 
effect on a large estate of flats. 

Answering questions, Mr. Ritter said 
the saving in the cost of roads made 
possible by the Radburn plan could be 
put towards the cost of double lighting. 
The chairman, MR. C. BROOKE-TAYLOR, 
public relations officer of Hemel Hemp- 
stead New Town, said that the question 
of the relative status of front and rear 
doors was a basic problem in the layouts. 
He doubted whether the lay-by principle 
would work because front doors were 
often too far from the road for visitors to 
make use of them. It would be expensive 
to design a dwelling so that it appeared 
impressive from both sides.

Builders and the 40-hour Week 


FMB Member's Comment on Civil Engineering Award 


THE PROPOSED 40-hour week in the civil 
engineering industry, which is to start 
next winter, and the higher rates of pay 
and overtime to compensate for loss of 
earnings which come into effect on 
February 29, were the subject of comment 
by MR. K. L. G. WARNE, a member of the 
National Council of the Federation of 
Master Builders, when he spoke at the 
annual dinner-dance of the Cardiff 
branch, on January 29. 

‘The civil engineering firms seem to 
have decided to go it alone,’ he said. 
* They knew well enough that the build- 
ing operatives’ claim for 4d. an hour extra 


was to be considered by the National 
Joint Council in January and was likely 
to be referred for consideration by a 
special committee, as earlier claims had 
been. They knew too that the National 
Joint Council had set in motion their 
plans for the progressive reduction of 
hours in the building industry from 464 
to 44 a week from October next. 

‘In these circumstances, the action of 
the civil engineering side amounts almost 
to a snub to the negotiating machine for 
the building industry. 

‘If the terms and rates of the building 
industry as a whole are to be determined

Unemployment in Building 


THE NUMBER of those in the construction 
industry who were unemployed on Janu- 
ary 11, was 69,821 an increase of 7,933 
compared with the number on December 
7, according to Ministry of Labour statis- 
tics.

Loans to Local Authorities 


The Lords Commissioners of HM 
Treasury have directed that the following 
rates of interest shall apply to all loans 
advanced to local authorities, as defined 
in Section 10 of the Local Authorities 
Loans Act, 1945, from the Local Loans 
Fund on and after the 30th January, 
1960. 

Loans for not more than 5 years, 54 
per cent; loans for more than 5 years 
but not more than 15 years, 6 per cent: 
loans for more than 15 years but not 
more than 30 years, 6 per cent: loans 
for more than 30 years, 5% per cent. 


Industrial Training Council 


The first report of the Industrial Train- 
ing Council has now been published. The 
main task of the Council is to act through 
employers’ organisations and bodies com- 
posed jointly of employers and trade 
unionists in order to stimulate individual 
companies to improve their training 
schemes. The report describes the pro- 


gress made in this respect. A great deal 
of the work is concerned with the setting 
up of new committees or the establish- 
ment of new training schemes, as a neces- 
sary accompaniment to the detailed pre- 
paration which is the responsibility of 
individual companies.

He hoped with the assistance of local 
authorities to initiate within the next few 
months a full study of these costs in rela- 
tion to housing estates.

CANADA.—Construction of the new 
$18m. International Bridge, across the St. 
Mary's River, Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario 
is to start in May. ... Plans have been 
announced for the construction of a 1,000- 
acre residential and industrial develop- 
ment near Watertown, Ontario, the first 
phase of this $100m. project will be the 
erection of 1,500 houses starting this 
April. . The Government of Ontario 
is to construct a 203-mile provincial- 
metro expressway to include a 6-lane 
Toronto by-pass. 


HONG KONG.—-A scheme estimated to 
cost $434m. has been approved in 
principle by the Government for the 
removal of the terminus of the Kowloon- 
Canton railway from its present location 
on the tip of the Kowloon peninsula to a 
site at Hung Hom. The new terminus 
will be on land yet to be re-claimed 
from Hung Hom bay and the move will 
release 69 acres of valuable land in 
Tsimshatsui for foreshore development 
and for the landing ramps of the proposed 
cross-harbour bridge. 

THE PHILLIPINES.—It is reported that 
negotiations have begun with the US 
Development Loan Fund for $9m. credit 
to help build a tunnel between Cebu and 
Mactan Islands in the central Philippines. 
Mactan is the site of a large US-Philip- 
pine military airfield development, and is 
separated from Cebu by a _ one-mile 
channel. 


SOUTH AFRICA. —A new £1m. building to 
house the head offices and research de- 
partments of Iscor, the steel manufac- 
turers, is under construction near Pre- 
toria. It consists of a 10 storey office 


block, a six-storey block, a library, a res- 
taurant, and an auditorium, board room 
and committee room. 

SOUTHERN RHODESIA.-A_ tender for 
£103,800 has been accepted by the 
Southern Rhodesian Government for the 
erection of a new bridge over the Lundi 
River between Fort Victoria and Beit 
Bridge. This is part of the scheme to 
provide an all-weather road from Salis- 
bury to South Africa. It is hoped that 
tenders will be called for shortly for the 
construction of another high-level bridge 
on this route, over the Nuanetsi River. 


World Trade Centre 


An £80 million world trade centre 
along the East River adjacent to the 
financial district of New York has been 
proposed by the Downtown-Lower Man- 
hattan Association. The scheme, which 
has been submitted to the Governors of 
New York and New Jersey and to Mayor 
Wagner, provides for an office and hotel 
structure of 50 to 70 storeys, a six-storey 
international trade market and exhibi- 
tion hall, and a building in which it is 
hoped the New York Stock Exchange will 
be located. 


South African Building 


Barclays Bank DCO reports from South 
Africa that building plans passed in the 
18 principal urban areas during November 
fell by some £1.9m. below the October 
figure of £6m., in anticipation of the 
industry’s annual vacation. This does 
not take into account buildings for local 
authorities and the National Housing and 
Planning Commission. The total value 
of building plans passed in the first 
eleven months of 1959 was £56.2m. com- 
pared with £54.6m. in the corresponding 
period of 1958: residential plans passed 
increased by £1.7m. over 1958.

Opportunities for 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR the oversea 
tu share in Australia’s programme of 
public and private construction are 
examined in a survey of investment pros- 
pects in Victoria, prepared for the Vic- 
toria Promotion Committee. 

The survey, made by the Stanford Re- 
search Institute of California, draws atten- 
tion to the urgent need for an accelerated 
programme of public works expenditure 
on roads, railways and hydro-electric pro- 
jects, to keep pace with Australia’s 
expanding economy. The need for im- 
proved roads in particular is a major 
problem and, says the survey, there are 
indications that the current level of ex- 
penditure of £80m. annually on highway 
construction may be substantially in- 
creased during the next few years. 
Excellent opportunities exist for the con- 
tractor possessing large-scale equipment 
and modern methods.

Prefabricated Housing 


Development of housing estates and 
prefabrication of housing has started in 
Australia, particularly in Melbourne, but 
not on a scale comparable with the 
United States or Britain. Substantial 
opportunities may develop in this indus-

try, says the survey, both for the estate 
developer and the prefabricated house 
manufacturer. Oversea investors might 
also consider financing of mass housing 
projects on a ‘ package deal’ basis. Like 
wise construction, ownership and opera- 
tion of apartment properties in city 
centres could provide an outstanding 
investment opportunity. 


As regards building material, Australia 
is largely self-sufficient in basic materials. 
Exceptions are softwood and some struc- 
tural steel, whilst high-quality sanitary 
ware and glazed or unglazed interior 
tiles are also imported. The precasting of 
lightweight concrete is also relatively 
undeveloped. All in all the growth poten- 
tial of the building industry suggests 
many future opportunities for the manu- 
facture of building materials. 


There is a growing trend towards home 
central heating and air-conditioning in 
Australia. A recent survey examined the 
prospects for establishing relatively new 
industries in this rapidly expanding State, 
and placed the central heating and air- 
conditioning equipment market high on 
the list as offering opportunity for profit- 
able developments.

National Joint Council’s Decisions 


THE Scottish National Joint Council for 
the Building Industry has resolved that, 
as from February 1, 1960, bricklayers 
shall be paid a tool allowance of twopence 
(2d.) per day while manually performing 
brickwork with their own tools and pro- 
ducing, on all necessary occasions the 
tools from an approved list. The allow- 
ance is payable to all bricklayer appren- 
tices who are put to the expense of main- 
taining tools. 


The SNJCBI has also ratified the fol- 
lowing agreed alterations to Working 
Rules 4 and 10: 

That the fourth last paragraph of Rule 4 
of the Working Rules be amended to read 
as follows: 


‘When the Summer Holiday is taken at 
a time other than the local holiday, by 
agreement in accordance with Rule 10, 
overtime rates do not fall to be paid dur- 
ing the local holiday week. In this event 
the alternative arranged holiday week as 
intimated to the Local Joint Secretaries 
shall carry overtime rates as prescribed 
above for a “ recognised holiday.” ’ 


That Working Rule 10 be altered as 
follows : 


That the provisions of this Rule after 
the ‘Note’ therein shall be deleted and 
the following shall be inserted in lieu of 
the last two paragraphs: 

“Employers and operatives must in all 
cases observe the Local Public Holidays 
but have the option by mutual consent 
that the Summer Holiday be taken at a 
time other than as recognised in the dis- 
trict in which they are working. 

‘Note: If no mutual arrangement is 
arrived at, the normal holiday week carries 
overtime rate. 

‘In the event of this option being exer- 
cised, the Local Joint Secretaries to be 
notified beforehand of the alternative 
Summer Holiday period arranged.’ 


The SNJCBI has resolved that as from 
February 1, 1960, the undernoted Altera- 
tion to the Working Rules is to apply: 

That the eighth paragraph of Working 
Rule 3 be altered to read as follows: 

‘Dirty work, such as where operatives
